Paragraph beginning at line 1 8 of page 12 has been amended as follows: 
In the compositions which are the AM Medications the sedating antihistamine 
generally has a duration of activity 6 to 10 hours and the non-sedating antihistamine 
generally has a duration of activity of about 10 to 20 hours, e.g. 19. to 1 8 hours. In these 
compositions the non-sedating antihistamine is releasable immediately or up to 1 hour 
following administration. The sedating antihistamine is releasable 6 to 12 or 8 to 12 

hours following administration.
